Observe Centennial Much Fire Damage In Business Block 


Expect $10,000 Loss In Spectacular Blaze Which 
Swept Main Street Stores Early This Morning

Special Service At South 
Church Sunday Evening 


A most interesting anniversary, a 
centennial, will be observed at 
South church Sunday evening, com- 
memorating the formation, in 1843, 
of a group of nine Andover Sem- 
inary students with the intent of 
pioneering in the West and taking 
possession of some field where they 
could work together for the church. 

The young seminarians chose 
Iowa, a land which in 1843 — six 
years before the California gold- 
rush, and long before the real open- 
ing of the West — was still in the 
covered-wagon stage. Dr. Leonard 
Bacon preached a farewell sermon 
to them in the South church here 
in Andover, and the nine young 
men, on their arrival in Iowa, were 
ordained together to the Christian 
ministry at Denmark, in that state, 
November 5, 1843. 

Part of the plan was for each man 
to found at least one church, and 
together, to open a college, They 
did, and their churches are among 
the strongest in Iowa even now, and 
the college has become Grinnell.

The 
document is signed by the Chief of 
Chaplains of the U. S. Army, Brig.

The ceil- 
ing was badly marred, however, by 
the intensive heat that swept the 
second floor. In the basement, 
equipment including refrigerators 
and a carbonator have been dam- 
aged.

When registration for War Ration 
Book 4 closed last Thursday eve- 
ning, 11,048 persons had been regis- 
tered, according to final figures 
tabulated by School Supt.

The number was 
much greater than had been ex- 
pected, it having been anticipated 
that about ten thousand books 
would be issued. 

About 40 people came to the 
schools Friday in an endeavor to 
register, but they were told that 
operations had ceased at the 
schools and that they must apply to 
the ration board directly for their 
books. Probably 11,100 will have 
been registered when the work is 
completed, slightly more than the 
normal peacetime population of the 
town.

Confer on Methods 
Of Paying Teachers 


Noon-Hour Supervision 
At Shawsheen School, 


The matter of paying local school 
teachers on a 52-week rather than 
a 38-week basis came up again at 
Tuesday night’s regular -monthly 
school committee. By the plan, the 
teachers, while receiving the same 
salaries as before, would be paid 
every week of the year instead of 
only the months when school is in 
session. 

The finance committee had taken 
the matter under advisement at the 
last meeting, when the committee 
had been informed that the teach- 
rs had voted the new arrangement 
by a 35-24 margin. At another meet- 
ing held since then, the margin of 
approval has not been substantially 
increased. 

It was determined that the fi- 
nance-advisory board would meet 
to iron out the matter with Supt 
Edward I. Erickson, Town Treas- 
urer Thaxter Eaton, and a commit- 
tee of five teachers, including the 
president of the teachers’ associa- 
tion, two members in favor of the 
new resolution and two not in favor 
of it. Mr. Eaton, at the meeting, will 
explain the practice in other towns. 
If the plan is accepted, it may pos- 
sibly be put in effect as early as 
January 1, though previously it had 
been thought that it could not be 
begun earlier than next September. 

The buildings and grounds com- 
mittee was also authorized to em- 
ploy a new night foreman and to 
report back on its actions at the 
December meeting. 

Mr. Erickson was authorized to 
employ a noon hour supervisor at 
the Shawsheen school, to begin 
work after the Thanksgiving re- 
cess. Such supervision was offered 
at the school last winter, but is not 
ordinarily given in milder weather, 
since many of the Shawsheen 
school children ride bicycles to 
school and can ride home to lunch 
when the weather is favorable. 
There are at least 15 children, how- 
ever, who take lunch at the school 
all year round, since many of them 
live a good distance from the school. 

The committee also received a 
letter from William J. Snyder, jan- 
itor at the central plant, requesting 
a $1.50 weekly salary increase, 
since his present salary is not ade- 
quate to meet the increased cost of 
living. A salary increase for one 
janitor would probably entail cor- 
responding raises for other school 
personnel, and the matter has been 
referred to the finance and advisory 
committee, who will take it under 
advisement with Town Counsel 
Walter C. Tomlinson because of 
the wage-freezing order. 

The committee decided to close 
the schools tomorrow for the Essex 
County Teachers association meet- 
ing at Tremont Temple, Boston, 
and on November 12 in apprecia- 
tion of the teachers’ services in 
last week’s rationing registration. 

The new music series listed last 
month, ‘World of Music,” was 
adopted for use in the first and 
second grades, and eventually all 
the lower grades will be equipped 
with modern music textbooks. 

Mrs. Marion Manning of the Pun- 
chard commercial faculty was grant- 
ed a $100 salary increase, retro- 
active to September 1, for profess- 
ional study.

Pioneers, 1843-1943 


South church will be the scene of 
a most unique observance this Sun- 
day evening, when a service will be 
held commemorating the ordination 
of nine young Congregational minis- 
ters about to open a new field in 
lowa. The idea of finding a spot 
where they would be useful and 
which might be passed over by 
others without their sturdy cour- 
age, had occurred to the young men 
while they were students on An- 
dover Hill, in the old Andover Theo- 
logical seminary. 


This was just 100 years ago, in 
the days when Boston, Baltimore 
and New York were the important 
cities of the nation; when the West 
was a huge, unknown wilderness, 
when travel meant Conestoga 
wagons and communication meant 
sending a rider out on horseback. 


The nine young men were natural- 
Jy aware of all this; but they also 
saw that religion must go wherever 
the people go to whom it ministers. 
They had long talks and discus- 
sions through the summer of 1843, 
and finally made up their minds to 
settle in Iowa — this in a time 
when the natural question would be, 
“Where is Iowa?” 

The earliest Protestant mission- 
ary in, Iowa had settled there in 
1835, a short eight years wefore; 
the first Congregational church was 
founded in 1839. 

Of what has been popularly 
named “The Iowa Band,” Dr. Jo- 
seph B. Clark said, in 1903, that 


“among all the missionary bands 
from the East, it must ever hold an 
honorable distinction...The arrival 
of this band of workers in Iowa was 
an event in the religious history of 
the territory. No such accession of 
missionary forces at one time had 
ever been witnessed ‘in any West- 
ern state.” He remarks that when 
the nine missionaries were ordained 
at Denmark, Iowa, there were not 
enough ordained ministers there to 
take all the parts in the ceremonies. 
“Tt is not too much to say that their 
combined influence has given char- 
acter, not only to their denomina- 
tion in the state, but to the state 
itself.” 

And so, this Sunday, the pilgrim- 
age of the nine young students will 
be remembered in a world that they 
would scarcely recognize. Their 
journey will be marked in a country 
where 8,000 miles is a bus-trip, and 
where American soldiers defend 
frontiers 10,000 miles away. Their 
sacrifices will be commemorated by 
a nation that is now fighting a far 
more despicable enemy than the 
Indians ever were; that endures 
hardships far worse than the Cones- 
toga pioneers ever knew; that pos- 
sesses churches and church power 
of which the nineteenth century 
never dreamed. 

Why, then, gather Sunday night 
to applaud a deed of 1848 that has 
paled beside the deeds of 1943? 
Simply because it has not paled at 
all, any more than the spirit of for- 
titude, of determination and of hope 
has weakened through the century 
now past. ‘

Points for All Rationed Foods 


The Andover War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board has issued the follow- 
ing statement, which will be of in- 
terest to many local organizations 
and church groups: 

“It is no longer possible to con- 
duct church fairs in the accustomed 
manner. No commercial processed 
foods may be the subject of gifts 
by individuals. Transfers of ra- 
tioned foods may be made only by 
retailers, wholesalers, and other 
commercial operators. 

“Home processed foods may be 
given to a church fair by the pro- 
ducer up to fifty quarts for each 
member of his family unit. For a 
church to sell rationed foods at 
such a sale, it must register with 
the local board as a retailer and re- 
ceive points with which to acquire 
foods, and upon selling home pro- 
cessed foods it must receive points 
at the rate of 8 points per quart, or 
4 points per pound, which points 
must be surrendered to tthe local 
board with a report.”

Police Sgt. W. R. Hickey and 
Officer Carl. Stevens were tHe first 
to diseover the blaze, which was al- 
ready well along, They saw: dense. 
clouds of smoke coming from the 
Lunch building, and immediately 
turned in the first alarm. Box 52 
was sounded at 2:30 Thursday 
morning, and the Ballardvale en- 
gine was summoned five minutes 
later. Even in the short time be- 
tween ‘the first alarm’ and the ar 
rival of the trucks from a block 
away, flames and smoke were al- 
ready shooting through the second 
floor. 


The fire may have started from 
overheating in the Lunch’s range, 
and it made its first headway in a 
partition between the Burns store 
and the Lunch building, quickly 
mushrooming up between the two 
adjoining buildings and bursting in- 
to the wooden Lunch building. 
However, it is still difficult to say 
on which side of the partition. the 
blaze started. 


The Knights of Columbus rooms 
were simply but completely. furn- 
ished, and contained tables, chairs 
and various office equipment, All 
the property is a total loss, and it 
appeared this morning that the two 
top floors of the building will have 
to be completely razed and rebuilt. 

Yesterday afternoon about 5:15, 
the local fire department had been 
called to extinguish a blaze in a 
rubbish barrel in back of the two 
stores. It is believed, however, that 
there was no connection between 
the minor blaze and. the one. this 
morning, 


There was no damage at all to 
the second floor of the Burns store. 
Once the fire had mushroomed to 
the second floor, stil] within the 
building wall, it apparently turned 
completely to: gut the wooden up- 
per floors of the Lunch building 
while leaving the Burns tailor shop 
undamaged. 


Despite the ‘lateness of the hour, 
a large group of bystanders gath- 
ered for the early-morning confla- 
gration, many remaining to watch 
the progress Of the fire for several 
hours. A human-interest note was 
the rescue of two small kittens 
from the Lunch building; a third 
kitten was not found and presum- 
ably died in the blaze,
